VIENNA, June 11.

ter run over the top, and floated away the plank 
with which they were covered. Great numbers of 
fruittrees were tornup by the roots, and fences 
Jaid tothe ground. , Every field of corn, where- 
ver the itorm had reached was level’d to the 
ground. We are happy however, to find moft of 
the cornfields have fo recovered as to make the 
proipect near as flattering as before the ftorm. 

From the yreat quantities of wood which is float- 
ing on the river near this place, we haye realon to 
apprehend there has been more damage done to 
the northward of us than nearthis town. A great 
plenty of apples, pompkins and fquathes have 
been driving down the river.

“ A letter from a merchant at Liverpool, to his 
friend in this city, mentions, that the Swailow, a 
fine veflel of gcotons, commanded by Capt.Doran, 
witha crew of feventy men, was unfortunately 
furprized by a large nugber of the natives who 


boarded her in the night of ihe 16:h of March Jat, | 


as the Jay at anchor in the river Bonny, on the 
Windward coait. of Africa. The brave crew, a 

ixture of Englith, Scotch and Irith, made a def- 
perate refiflance, and getting a few fwivels on the 
quarter deck, pointed them io well at the invaders 
that nembers of them fell on all fides, and the re- 
mainder, finding the crew io refolute, jumped, 
like water dogs, into the river ; few or none tak- 
ing time togetinto the boats. The veflel, thus 
freed from the worit of dangers, continued firing 
her fwivels and {mall arms at the wretched fugi- 
tives for near half an hour, and it was thought 
that many mutt have been maimed, or fent to the 
bottom, thediftance from ihore being above a 
mile. On the part of the Swallow feven men were 
wounded with iron falchions, {pikes and fimall 
flones, with which the negroes mufkets were charg 
ed. The Gaptain received fevera! thot ia his 
Clothes, but without any other accident. ‘The

veffel engaged alarge body of flaves on a difer- 
ent partof the coaft, and 1s fuppofed to have fuil- 
edfor the Welt-Indies about the begining of 
May.” 

Friday the 22d inf. arrived at Bofton, the fqua- 
dron of the naval armies of his Moft Chrittian Ma- 
jefty, under the command of the Right Hon. the 
Marquis de Senneville. The tquadron failed from 
Cape Francois the 2d inft. and confiils of 7 fail, 
viz. the Superbe, of 80 guns, (the Admiral! thip) 
l’Achilles, of 74 guns, commanded by the Cheva- 
lier Macarty de Martegue, four frigates from 
to 36 guns; and one twenty gun fhip. 

By accounts from Copenhagen, dated May 2z, 
we are informed that Capt. Paul Jones had embar- 
ked at Eliineur, on board a fhip for Peterfburgh, 
he being engaged in the marine fgrvice of that 
power.

To the Honorable the Legiflature of the fate of New- 
York in Senate and Affimbly convened,—the 
memorial of Benjamin Clofe of Salem, in the coun- 
ty of Weftchefter, Humbly fheweth, 

HAT about 17 years ago, Benjamin Clofe, 
late of Salem in the faid county, deceafed, 
the father of your memoralut, in confideration of 
certain fervices by him performed, gave your me- 
moralift forty acres of unuhproved land, lying in 
Salem aforefaid, but never executed any convey- 
ance to him for the fame; your memoralift refted 
fatisfied under this parole grant, prefuming that 
his faid father (who was then an aged man) would 
at his deceafe, not only confirm the faid grant, but 
alfo make him fome farther allowance out of his 
eftate by will. He accordingly went on the faid 
land and has made very confiderable improve- 
ments upon the fame ;—that fome time in the year 

1778, the faid Benjamin Clofe, deceafed, was fent 

within the Britith lines by the commiffioners of 

confpiracies in faid county, for refufing to take 
the oath of abjuration, or as it was commonly call-

the fea, on the application of certain perfons un- 

friendly to your memoralilt, a law was pafled un- 
der prefumption of the validity of the conyic- 
tion of the faid Benjamin above mentioned, vetting 
the eftate of the faid Benjamin Clotfe, deceafed, 
fo forfeited in certain truitecs therein named for 
thepayment of his debts, and direéting the over- 
plus to be divided among Stephen Cloie and Mar- 
tha Clofe (half brother and filter of your memo- 
ralift) and Mary Reynolds, daughter and repre- 
featative of Mary Reynolds, deceafed; by which 
a&t the faid parcel of land which has been improv- 
ed by the expence and labor of your memoralift,

‘That your me- 
moraliit might have an opportunity of appealing 
to the Legiflature for relief. Your memoralill begs 
leave further to reprefent, that there is other pto- 
perty both real and perfonal of the faid Beajamin 
Cloie, deceafed, in poffeflion of the faid truftees 
in the aét aforefaid named, amply fufficient to di(- 
charge all the debts of the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed. 

Your memora!itt therefore humbly prays, that 
the Honorable ure Legiflature will by Iv veit 
him with an eftate in fee fimple in the faid forty 
acres of land, or grant him fuch other relief as 
they in their wifdom fhall think proper, and your 
memoralift as in duty bound, will ever pray.
